It presently em- 
ploys 900 workmen and there is reason to 
believe even more will be employed in 
Brunswick, since the firm’s operations will 
be expanded to include ship repair. All 
except supervisory employees will be hired 
locally.

When the 
New Jersey firm moves Brunswick will 
have filled completely the vacuum that 
was left when peace marked the end of 
the shipbuilding program.

‘ ments, has indicated that he is determined to go 
down the same road Mr. Hoover did earlier. 
That is, he has indicated he has no intention of 
stepping down, but will go on fighting to the 
end, both for the nomination and for re-election. 

There has been a tremendous upsurge in 
Eisenhower sentiment among Democrats since 
the: Truman dykes began to crumble. It is a 
movement that promises to grow as the time for 
the July national convention approaches nearer. 
It is doubtful that the General himself will be 
able to atop it with anything further he may have 
to say on his availability. 

Democratic leaders who are urging his nom- 
ination are proceeding on the assumption that it 
is an honor he could not patriotically refuse, de- 
spite any personel predilections. Many of them 
are prepared to insist on his nomination in any 
event, leaving it to him to refuse later, if the 
prize should fall his way. 

It remains only to be seen whether Mr. Tru- 
man will put up a finished fight for the nomina- 
tion, or whether he will yield to the inevitable 
defeat that seems to face him and step aside as 
gracefully as he can. There is a growing feeling 
that he will ultimately do the latter. 

If he does not bow himself out, there is still 
a strong possibility that the big city Party bosses, 

that their own State tickets are in 
serious jeopardy with the President the Demo- 
cratic nominee, may take the situation in hand 
and join forces with the rebellious Southern 
States to defeat Mr. Truman for renomination.

Unless there are two laws in Georgia, one 
for Republicans and another for the Democrats, 
it is likely that. genuine impetus will be given 

the creation of a second party in Georgia. And that much earlier 
than is believed possible. 

The two Republican factions in Georgia now are awaiting court 
action, even as were the Democratic factions a few weeks ago. 

The basis of it dates back to 1944 and the Republican national 
convention. The two factions each sought recognition from the 
national convention. The group which was committed to Tom 
Dewey and to establishment of a second party was seated by the 
convention. But, back in Georgia, the Secretary of State ruled 
the other faction the official “party.” It was never seated and in 
no, manner was recognized by the Party. 

Yet it is on that decision the present court suit hinges.

No legal mind is required to see that since the Su- 
preme Court of Georgia has ruled in the Peters 
case that the State convention was the official voice of the Party, 


the same Court can hardly fail to rule that the national Repub- | 


lican convention is the official voice of that Party, and not Carrol 
Reece, the national Chairman, who is the servant of the con- 
vention. 
the established top authority. 

This decision, plus legislation in 1946, has relieved the Secre- 
tary of State of his 1944 opinion. No layman may be too confident 
about interpreting the law, but on the face of things it would seem 
that the Republican faction officially seated and recognized by 
the top Party authority—the Party convention—is the official 
Party organization in Georgia. 

National Committee Chairman Carro] Reece, of Tennessee, 
ruled to the contrary. It is this effort of his to overrule the con- 
vention itself which will go before the courts. 


To anyone who has followed the Republican 
moves in Georgia, Chairman Reece’s effort 
is transparent. The convention-recognized group had announced 
a State primary. A number of civic organizations over the State, 
not politically affiliated but interested in-aiding development of a 
second party, had volunteered to assist in holding the primary. 

The Taft interests did not believe the Ohio Senator could win 
in a Georgia primary over either Gov. Tom Dewey or Sen. Arthur 
H. Vandenberg. Therefore, they could not risk a primary since 
the Taft forces are counting delegates as & miser counts his gold 
in a desperate effort to get, and hold, enough votes to step Dewey 
in the convention. 

The National Chairman simply was trying to help out the Old 
Guard, of which he is one. 

His order now has been enjoined, and unless the case is with- 
drawn, Georgia will have to demonstrate if it has one law for 
Republicans and another for the Democrats. 


The truth is the Republican Party has never 
wanted a Party in the South. A great per- 
Republicans opposed, and still oppose, 
of a genuine Republican Party. They largely worked 
within the Democratic Party in State elections. 


A further truth is that the average Southern local Republican | 


organization, with very few exceptions, was not on a par with 
those in two-party States. Northern Republicans, on moving to 
the South, invariably were shocked by what they found in the 
average Southern Republican organization. 

There is in Georgia a genuine second-party effort. It was 
begun years ago by Wilson Williams, highly respected and suc- 
cessful manufacturer of Columbus. Georgia born, and son of a 
Confederate veteran, he chose the Republican Party during the 
Wilson Administration, and has worked within it since that time. 

In Atlanta, Elbert P. Tuttle, well-known attorney, is Chairman 
of the State Republican Committee recognized by the convention. 
He and Wilson Williams long have been urging upon the National 
Committee a campaign to establish a Party in the South. 


Chairman Tuttle is in receipt of what might become a 
historic letter from Speaker of the House, and the un- 
official head of the Republican Party, Joseph W, Martin. The 
first paragraph of that letter reads: 

y . it will be a pleasure for me to co-operate with you in 
the reorganization of the Republican Party in Georgia. I have 
always felt that some attempt should be made to develop the 
Party in the South and I have always realized this could not be 
accomplished without the participation of those who believe in the 
principles of the Republican Party and who were dissatisfied with 
the one-party system, but who were not willing to become em.- 
broiled in factional fights which have heretofore existed ... such 
difficulties should be resolved out of a desire to aid in taking ad 
vantage of an unusual opportunity to build our Party in the South.” 

There is a chance that Joe Martin may become the next Presi- 
dent. If Taft dnd Dewey deadlock the convention, it likely will 
turn to Sen. Vandenberg, of Michigan. If he cannot be nominated, 
the inevitable turn is to Joe Martin and he will, with Taft. Dewev 
and Vandenberg bypassed, be able to get the support necessary 
for nomination. 

He will, in any event, be in a position to do a job in the South 
and to reorganize the Republican Party—a job he admits has long 
been needed. The South long has wanted it.

Eisenhower and Segregation 


Editor Constitution: It kind ot makes me sick 
in the stomach when I read about these people 
who are against President Truman because of his 
civil rights program and who are advocating 
Eisenhower instead. 

It so happens that I was one of the boys who 
spent months in England before the invasion. 
Over there Eisenhower decreed that there would 
he no segregation of American troops because of 
color. 

I was born and reared in Georgia. Because 
of Eisenhower’s decree, I, along with other white 
boys from North, South, East and West, lived for 
weeks with a Negro. battalion in charge of an 
ordnance depot, sleeping in the same room with 
Negroes, eating at the same tables, using the same 
bathing facilities, etc. Our group was not an iso- 
fated case. It happened’ all over England. 

But here is the reason ‘people will not hear 
much about it from Southern whites who were 
over there. After my discharge, I began telling 
a few friends and relatives about Eisenhower's 
decree and how I had to live with Negroes in the 
ETO. I was invariably condemned and embar- 
rassed because they seemed to think that I could 
have done something about it, which indicates 
how ignorant a civilian can be of military life, 
especially when overseas and during a war. 
(Have the people forgot how the Army mixed the 
whites and colored at the Infantry School at Fort 
Benning right here in Georgia. I was there, too.) 

This letter is not written in a spirit of an- 
tagonism toward the Negroes. Neither is it writ- 
ten in defense of Truman. Even before he advo- 
cated his civil rights program I had no admiration 
for him. It is written because I kind of get fed 
up with these people who turn against him be- 
cause of what he stands for and advocates an- 
other who, if given the authority, would do more 
toward tearing down segregation than Truman 
would ever think of doing.

Anybody who's been at sea at night knows what 
it’s possible to see, or imagine having seen, in 
such circumstances. 


These all might have been submarines, 
but they all might just as well not have been. 
If they were, there is no reason in interna- 
tional law why they should not go where 
they please in the open seas. It is a violation 
of international law only when such vessels 
come within the three-mile limit of another 
nation without having first given notice and 
secured permission. 


Why this cryptic statement by the Secretary 
of the Navy?

Will the Commies Try Force in Italy? 


In the background of the Trieste incident, a curious figure has now begun to loom up with some 
importance. Some time prior to the American, British and French proposal to return Trieste to Italy, 
the Italian Communist Deputy, Signor Pajetta, journeyed to Belgrade and Moscow. With Longo and 
Secchia, Pajetta belongs to the so-called “shadow leadership” of the Italian Communists, much closer 


to Moscow than the official chiefs, including even Palmiro Togliatti. 


His mission in Yugoslavia and 


Russia was to arrange a gesture of Soviet generosity toward Italy. 


Since Pajetta went to the headquarters of 
Marshal Tito, as well as to the Kremlin, it was 
that this gesture might be a promise 

to transfer Trieste to an Italy under Communist 
leadership. The suspicion at least helped to stim- 
ulate the American, British and French govern- 
ments to take immediately the step which the 
local situation in Trieste had already rendered 
desirable. And the extremely weak and embar- 
rassed response of the Soviets and Yugoslavs is 
taken as indicating that the suspicion was correct. 
Nor is this Signor Pajetta’s only significance. 

Tf the Soviets still desire to make a gesture to- 
ward Italy, they cin waive Italian reparations 
on behalf of themselves and their satellites. They 
can also send wheat shipments just prior to the 
voting. On the other hand, they may prefer 
force to gestures. If the Kremlin’s decision is 
to meet an unfavorable ballot in Italy by pre 
cipitating civil war, Signor Pajetta is the man 
who has carried the orders back to Rome. There 
is some fear that the orders include the use of 
force, since Pajetta’s partner in the Italian Com- 
munist shadow leadership, Luigi Longo, has al- 
ready menaced Italy with Communist resort to 


arms. 


Meanwhile, it is also worth reporting that 
Reme, Washington, London and Paris are no 
lenger enveloped in quite the pall of im- 
penetrable gloom which fear of the Italian 
elections was generating two or three weeks 
ago. At Rome, Premier Alcide de Gasperi 
is talking with firm confidence, both to his 
ewn people and to foreign observers. 


Not long ago, French Foreign Minister Georges 


munist demonstrators in Milan had to be pro- 
tected from the angry populace by the Italian 
police. Again, de Gasperi, who was formerly re- 
ceived in stony silence, has recently been loudly 
cheered in working-class districts. There have 
also been several significant, though not decisive 
desertions from the Communist-bought Nenni So- 
cialists, to the independent group headed by 
Giuseppe Saragat and Ivan Matteo Lombardo. 


Such is the credit side of the ledger. On the 
debit side, unrortunately, there are also a num- 
ber of items to be noted. First, the bumbling 
incompetence of the United States Maritime Com- 
mission has wound up the plan to give Italy 
29 American ships in such a hopeless tangle of 
red tape that delivery cannot be promptly ef- 
fected. 


Second, the Communists are continuing 
their campaign with extraordinary vigor and 
lack of scruple. In Southern Italy, for exam- 
ple, where the Trieste business had less ef- 
fect than in the North, a new tactic is being 
used to win over the ignorant peasantry. A 
Communist, ostentatiously dressed in uni- 
form and wearing an official air, visits a 
peasant family to ask how much more land, 
how many more pigs, etc., the family needs. 
The needs, of course, are generously stated. 
The Communist takes careful notes, and goes 
away promising that the pigs, acres and all 
will be delivered when the Communists are 
in control at Rome.

GOODWILL PROJECT 

Welfare work of the Atlanta 
Goodwill Industries was de- 
scribed by Mrs. R. B. Giles, 
Field Representative of that or- 
ganization. Pleading for dona- 
tions of discarded clothing, 
household items and electric 
equipment, to keep the Goodwill 
Industries plant going, where 
aged and handicapped people 
are employed, Mrs. Giles empha- 
sized, “These people do not want 
charity — they only want a 
chance.” 

Jarvis Barnes, Director of Sta- 
tistics and Public Accounting of 
the city school system, pointed 
up the preventive angle of pub- 
lic welfare in the newly insti- 
tuted Guidance Service now in 
operation in all public schools. 

“In the old era a child who 
had skipped school would run 
and hide when he saw the truant 
officer,” said Barnes. “But the 
visiting teacher has replaced the 
big stick method of*forcing chil- 
dren into the classroom. She is 
the truant’s friend in that she 
finds out why he hates school 
and tries to correct it. 


STUDENTS’ NEEDS 
“Counsellor Service has been 
instituted in all high schools 
where trained men and women 
study the individual student's 
needs from the educational, vo- 
cational and personal angle. 
They have found that Johnny 
can easily become a delinquent, 
simply because his parents are 
insisting on his following an aca- 
demic career when his abilities 
run along the mechanical line. 
Our schools are trying to com- 
bat delinquency by studying the 
néeds of the individual boy or 
girl and meeting them.” 
Wellborn R. Ellis, of the Ful- 
ton County Department of Pub- 
lic Welfare, told of that group’s 
program for the more than 3,000 
children now under its jurisdic 
tion. “We have set up a staff of 
case workers, who are trying to 
keep as many of these children 
in their own homes as possible,” 
he pointed out. “There is no sub- 
stitute for a child’s own home, 
if any semblance of harmony 
and decency can be worked out. 
But,” he emphasized, “we are 
now in need of several good fos- 
ter homes. If any of you know 
of a good Christian home, suit- 
able for temporarily displaced 
children, please let us know.”

Kain Gives an Eye-Opener Session

To straighten up and fly right with this Spring Tonic Course, get your bearings. While 
nobody’s looking, take a three-dimensional survey of your silhouette in a full-length mir- 


ror, side view, sans girdle. 

At first blush that bustle and 
bulge may appear to be a natu- 
ral outcome of overweight. It 
may really be one curve com- 
pensating for another. If the 
upper back tends to round out, 
the lower back sinks in—hips 
jut out. This throws the weight 
of the internal organs against 
the abdominal wall with a com- 
pensating outcurve in _ front. 
You’re off the beam! 

Watch closely ... centering 
the action on the middle muscles, 
draw yourself up to your full 
height. Here’s the technique— 
pull firmly up and in with the 
abdominal muscles, and snugly 
down and under with the hip 
muscles. If hips slim down and 
stomach slims off as if by 
magic, then three-fourths. of 
your figure. faults stem frem 
out-of-kilter posture. 

You see, hip muscles are not 
just to sit on. These big mus- 
cles start at the top of the 
pelvis near the small of the 
back, and curve down. A firm 
down-pull with the buttock 
muscles keeps the pelvis 
pushed forward directly under 
the figure. Then the up-pull 
with the abdominal muscles 
puts your figure in perfect 
alignment. The hip joint is 
directly in line with the 
shoulder girdle and in correct 
line-up with the ankle joint. 
You’re on the beam! 

In good posture you have a 
pretty nice figure! Fine—let’s 
make it for keeps. The first step 
is merely to want to stand beauti- 
fully, the second is to get the 
“feel” of good posture, and the 
third is to put a bit of stiffen- 
ing in the middle muscles.
